Good moming, all. Don and Rebecca - a quick note about the La Sal Mines PA: At the risk of another revision to the
doc, there remain some inconsistencies in the Stipulations. Under Stip 2 it is called out DOGM will serve as lead
agency for activites on privately owned lands. Further on in the Stips language (specifically under 6b) Class Il inventory
reports will be submitted to the respective agenices including DOGM for review. All of this is fine, but under Stip 7
(NRHP Eligibility Determination) only BLM, USFS, and SITLA are discussed for making eligibility determinations for
lands under their respective jurisdiction. This seems to omit eligibilty determinations on privately held lands which,
according to the PA would fall under DOGM's purview.

If another agency is planning on making those calls on private lands, we have no problem with that, but it should be
clarified one way or the other.

Other than that, it looks good from this end of things. Let me know if | can be of further assistance! - JIM

Don - If DOGM is permitting a mining action on privately owned land, and no other agency has been delegated as lead
(SITLA, for example), then DOGM, as a state agency is required under Utah Code 9-8-404 to assess and review the
project/potential impacts to historic and cultural resources. We have the same obligations and authority as SITLA, but
only in those instances where we are the sole permitting agency (privately owned lands).

| think this is well addressed in the first portion of the PA, but needs simple clarification in the Eligibility Determination
section. It can be as simple as adding DOGM to each item (eg: The BLM, USFS, SITLA, or DOGM is responsible for all
NRHP eligiblity determinations for cultural resources on lands under their respective jurisdictions; etc. etc. etc.).

Does that make sense? Editorially, adding DOGM to the sub-stips under 7 should sufficiently address this. Let me
know if you need more from this end!
